If the members of the council cared to avoid the odium which 
always attaches to these matters, and if they hoped to clear 
themselves of any suspicions that ulterior motives governed their 
actions in the selection of a site, the voters could have relieved 
them of it very nicely; but they did not so choose, and even 
when a sufficient number of qualified eectors petitioned the 
council in legal form to call an clection for the selection of a city 
hall site, the petition was “‘put in the ash can,’’ so to speak. 

Putting this in the most charitable language, it was the 


poorest sort of judgment on the part of the councilmen. 
There was some legal advice handed thefn to the effect that 


they could call such an election but they didn’t have to. 


They made no such nice distinction when a petition was 
presented one evening to the effect that the councilmen put on 
the ballot at the next general election a proposition fixing their 
monthly salaries at $50 per, or pass an ordinance providing for 
the same thing. Did they do it? They most certainly did, and 
they did it in the shortest possible time—took the short cut.

Somchow or other the present council doesn't like to pass 
things up to the people in Richmond.

FRENCH GAIN IN RUSHES; BALKAN 
WAR 10 COME AT BULGAR MOVE 


New Progress Made by Allies, 
Machine Guns and Prisoners 
Are Being Captured 


Berlin.—An attempt by the British 
to retake the ground lost north of 
Leos was defeated with a heavy loss. 

Several French attacks also were re 
pulsed and a number of prisonrs were 
taken. 

Paris.—New progress for the allied 
troops in the Givenchy wood, the cap- 
ture of additional German machine 
guns and prisoners in the Champagne 
region, and the stopping of a German 


bombardment in the Argonne by a} 


French counter-offensive, are record- 
ed in the French official communica- 
tion made public October 1. 


London.—The belief that Bulgaria 
has taken sides with the central pow- 
ers and Turkey and that the Anglo- | 
French and Russian troops will as- 
sist the friends of the entente allies, | 
while it momentarily has diverted the 
attention of the diplomats, has not 
damipened the interest of the public 
in the situation in the eastern and 
western theaters of war. 

The offensive of the allies in the 
west and the determination with 
which the Russians are opposing the 
Austro-German advance in the east 
still are the absorbing topics. The 
news from the two fronts is consid- 


Believes Active Steps Are 
Already Taken in Secret by 
the Four Great Powers 


Nish, Serbia.—Kraguyevatz, where 
Crown Prince Alexander and the Ser- 


bian army staff have headquarters, 
was bombarded October 2 by Austro- 


German airships. The Crown Prince 


was uninjured. 
Paris.—A dispatch received from 
the Serbian frontier announces that 


German troops have relieved the 
Austrian forces on the first line along 
the bank of the Danube, according 
to the Petit Parisien’s Bucharest cor- 
respondent. 

“A German battalion which tried 
to cross the river at Semendria Sep- 
tember 25 was destroyed,” the cor- 
respondent adds. ‘‘A detachment com- 
ing to help in a barge was drowned. 
Several different attempts at various 
places to cross the river were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses. 

“Bulgarian soldiers are deserting 
in large numbers and taking refuge 
in Roumania. Eight hundred ar- 
rived on Thursday at Calafat.” 


Paris.—The Temps announces that 
France and Great Britain already 
have taken military measures to de- 
fend Serbia and Greece against Bul- 
garian aggression.

TRACK; ONE KILLED! GROW IN NUMBER LOSS; FOES 40,000 


Accident Happens at Summit|!n Addition to 160 Dead 100|Smash, According to Reports, 


of Very Stiff Grade Near 
Santa Margarita 


San Francisco. One man _ was 
killed outright and seven others 
were injured early last Saturday 
morning when two locomotives and 
two cars of the ‘Lark’ left the 
track at Cuesta, near Santa Mar- 
garita, halfway between Los An- 
geles and San Francisco. 

The dead man was Fred A Mel- 
ville, a fireman. He was crushed 
between the cab and the tank.

The church movie, 
which has aptly been called the si- 
lent sermon, is proving a great suc- 
cess In attracting large congregations. 

A great variety of special films 
have been prepared suitable for such 
use, and a clergyman in selecting a 
subject to his taste finds a surprising 
variety to choose from. 
films suitable for sermons on all the 
commandments, as well as many of 
the most familiar texts in the Bible. 
Several of the firms making a special- 
ty of such films issue regular cata- 
logues to assist clergymen in select- 
ing silent sermons. 

In scores of churches the projecting 
machines are part of the church furnt- 
ture. The rigid laws laid down by 
the fire departments apply as well to 
churches as to theaters and the ma- 
chines must be set up in fireproof me- 
tallic rooms.

IN SHADY NOOKS OF EONDON 


Among Them Is the Herb Garden In 
Chelsea That Was Originated 
In the Year 1721, 

There are sundry methods of defy- 
ing the heat wave that has swept over 
London, says a recent Issue of the 
London Chronicle. 

Half a minute from the roar of 
Fleet street you canfrest beneath the 
friendly shade of the trees of Clifford’s 
Inn, or you can wander leisurely 
through the cloisters of the Temple, 
pondering over Goldsmith and Lamb 
and Dickens. But there is an even 
more romantic spot than any old-world 
inn that adjoins the street of adven- 
ture—the herb garden in the heart of 
old Chelsea. ; 

Herb gardens were common enough 
at one time in London, but Chelsea is 
the only parish that still has one in 
being, and there is rest and refresh- 
ment in a visit to this haunt of peace 
and loveliness which at the present 
day produces some cf the drugs that 
figure in the pharmacopoeia. 

Its history is interesting. The phy- 
sic-garden was originated by Sir Hans 
Sloane and handed cver by him to 
the Apothecaries* company in 1721 
The garden was presented to the com- 
Pany On condition that “it should at 
all times be continued as a physic gar- 
den, for the manifestation of the pow- 
er, the wisdom, and gcodness of God 
in creation; and that the apprentices 
might learn to distinguish gcod and 
useful plants from hurtful ones.” 

The Apothecaries’ garden is the old- 
est botanic garden in London. It is 
included in the many interesting spots 
visited by rambling parties arranged 
by the Selborne ‘society, an organiza- 
tion which reveals the beauties and 
curiosities of London to the Londoner.
